Do Santa Anana giv e the cucto mary 10 per cent tip? “ They do 
no t” b the hearty cho rni o f waitresses—they giv e mo re. Perhaps that 
is why , witho ut ex ceptio n, the ho tel, restaurant and cafe patro ns are so 
well tho ught o f by the perso ns who serv e them. 
Tipping is not as profu sely done 
as it u sed to be, b u t m ost persons 
giv e som e gratu ity for serv ice rend ­ 
ered. T hat is in hotels and eating 
hou ses. P u llm an porters and boot­ 
black s seldom receiv e tips any more, 
according to sev eral "shoe shiners” 
in S anta Ana. 
One m an said tha t It w as be­ 
cau se persons u sed to think a boot- 
black cou ld not m ak e a liv ing, that 
he receiv ed so m any tiijp. He had 
his little stand of one 
chair 
in 
front of some barber shop. 
H is 
cu stom ers felt sorry for him , for 
they thou ght tha t he didn’t 
m ak e 
enou gh to bu y meals, m u ch 
less 
m ak e anything extra. T he boot- 
black no longer has a “job”—he has 
a "bu siness,” w ith rented shop room 
the sam q as any other professional 
man. He hires good work m en, pay­ 
ing from $18 to $25 a week . C u stom ­ 
ers no longer feel sorry for him and 
think tha t they shou ld help him get 
a good squ are m eal by giv ing a 
generou s tip. 
The Pu llm an porter of a few years 
ago w as paid 
$20 
a 
m onth—any 
other m oney cam e from the pu blic 
which he serv ed. No one thou ght of 
trav eling for ev en a day 
w ithou t 
crossing the palm of the colored 
serv ant w ith silv er when he left the 
train.” B ru sh you Boss?” 
m eant, 
“please step into the v estibu le and 
giv e m e 50 cents.” 
L ast su m m er a porter on a train 
from St. P au l to V ancou v er had re ­ 
ceiv ed $1.25 a t the end of the trip. 
T ipping sim ply isn’t being done lik e 
it u sed to be. 
In hotels m ore tipping is 
done 
than anyw here else. W hile no Santa 
A na hotel nor restau rants requ est 
their gu ests not to tip employes, as 
m any hotels in the east 
do, 
the 
large tips tha t one u sed to see sel­ 
dom are giv en. The av erage tip for 
lu nch serv ice for two is 20 or 25 
cents, som etim es only 15. Most of 
the m en who tip leav e as m u ch 
for the w aitresss w hen they lu nch 
alone as when they hav e a gu est. 
The fu nny fa t m an is not alw ays 
so generou s as one wou ld su ppose. 
H is brother, tha t “hath the 
lean 
and hu ngry look ” u su ally ou t-tips 
him ar.d it is difficu lt to gu ess why. 
N or are the rotu nd gentlem en as 
easily pleased as the thin ones. 
The women w ere scarcely 
m en­ 
tioned by any of the persons qu es­ 
tioned in regard to tipping. 
“Oh 
yes, they tip, b u t not as generou s­ 
ly as the men, nor so often.” 
The “show off” seldom is seen 
any more.

Co nsiderable discussio n has been 
given the questio n o f apple m atur 
ity in relatio n to sto rage and k eep­ 
ing qualities by O range co unty a p­ 
ple gro wers. 
A very pertinfent re 
po rt o f ex perim ents co nducted by 
the U nited S tates departm ent o f 
agriculture has just been received 
by the farm adviso r’s o ffice, which 
represents the federal departm ent 
in this co unty . 
The repo rt indicates that fro m the 
results o f num ero us investigatio ns 
it seem s fairly certain tha t a great 
m any apples gro w n in the eastern 
sectio n o f the U nited States are 
pick ed to o early to o btain best re ­ 
sults in either co mmo n 
o r 
co ld 
sto rage. 
In general, apples fo r co ld « to r 
age sho uld no t be pick ed befo re 
they sho w a decided y ello w cast , in 
the gro und co lo r o r until they are 
beginning to lo o sen o n the tree 
An equally firm fruit o f better co lo r 
and flavo r and w ith less tendency 
to scald ■will be o btained fro m later 
pick ing than fro m tha t no w gener 
ally practiced. 
In co mmo n sto rage 
lata pick ing w ill give no t o nly be t­ 
te r flavo red fruit, but also fruit in 
a firm er co nditio n thro ugho ut the 
sto rage perio d. 
Apples 
so ften 
m uch 
faster In 
co mmo n sto rage, o r if pack ed and 
held in the o rchard, than while 
rem aining o n the trees. 
Fo r best 
results in co mmo n sto rage, there- 
'fo re, the pick ing o f m o st varieties 
sho uld be delay ed as lo ng as the 
fruit is ho lding o n the tree fairly 
well o r until there is danger o f 
freezing. Ex ceptio n sho uld be m ade 
o f the Jo nathan w hen gro w n under 
lo ng 
gro wing 
seaso n 
co nditio ns. 
L ate pick ing o f go o d co mmo n sto r­ 
age varieties results in a firm er 
and higher quality o f fruit in sto r­ 
age. 
Apples 
fo r 
co ld 
sto rage 
also 
sho uld be fairly well m atured when 
they are pick ed, 
bo th 
to 
o btain 
highest quality and appearance and 
to reduce the o ccurrence o f sto r­ 
age scald. The develo pm ent o f scald 
can be greatly reduced by the use 
o f o iled paper, but the co ntro l will 
be m o re effective, particularly in 
barreled apples, if the fruit is well 
m atured w hen pick ed.

V ery careful co ntro l o f bacterio ­

such co ntro l is n o t po ssible pro b­ 
ably will no t be able to m ak e the 
milk , Prucha said.

• The standardizatio n co m m ittee, 
headed by E. A- W atso n, o f T ustin, 
repo rted that a single lay er Al­ 
berta peach bo x and a mo dified 
single lay er o range flat had been 
under o bservatio n o f the co m m it­ 
tee and were being favo rably co n­ 
sidered by the co jnm ittee fo r later 
reco m m endatio ns. 
The sta n d ard ­ 
izatio n co m m ittee will co m m uni­ 
cate w ith the N o rthern C alifo rnia 
asso ciatio n fo r the purpo se o f de­ 
term ining the ty pe o f pack age that 
is fo und suitable fo r the no rthern 
pro duct. 
The pro blem o f sto rage and re ­ 
frigeratio n was still in the inves­ 
tigatio nal stage and it was po inted 
o ut by the co m m ittee tha t fruit 
sto red a t 3 1 
degrees F ahrenheit 
held in better shape and fo r a 
lo nger tim e than fruit sto red a t a 
33 to 34 degree tem perature. 
The 
divisio n o f ho rticulture o f the U ni­ 
versity o f C alifo rnia was re pre­ 
sented by Pro fesso r Overho lser, who 
indicated the w illingness o f his de­ 
partm ent to w o rk o ut so me o f the 
refrigeratio n pro blem s in co nnec­ 
tio n with persim m o n sto rage. 
Ripe Shipping Best 
A. J. M cFadden, pro m inent per­ 
simmo n gro wer, o f Santa A na and 
Irvine, repo rted fo r the tran spo r­ 
tatio n co mm ittee, statin g that the 
degree o f ripeness had co nsider­ 
able effect upo n the transpo rtatio n 
qualities o f 
the persimm o n.

co mm ittee has

that fruit 
pick ed so m ew hat green did no t ho ld 
up as well in transpo rtatio n and 
sto rage as fruit tha t w as naturally 
ripened. 
Pro f. A. W . Christie, o f the divis­

o utlined 
several 
tests 
which his departm ent ex pected to 
tak e up this fall in co -o peratio n 
w ith lo cal persim m o n gro wers to 
determ ine the value o f persimm io n 
by -pro ducts. 
Reso lutio ns 
Three im po rtant reso lutio ns were 
ado pted by the persim m o n gro w ers’ 
departm ent during the day . A reso ­ 
lutio n was passed petitio ning the 
U niversity o f Califo rnia to set aside 
a t least five acres fo r the investi­ 
gatio n o f cultural 
practices 
and 
co mmercial varieties a t the ex peri­ 
m ent statio n. 
A seco nd petitio n requested the 
additio n o f an ex pert to the ho r­ 
ticultural staff to investigate the 
vario us persim m o n pro blem s co n­ 
fro nting the industry . 
A third 
reso lutio n 
co mmended 
the o rganizatio n o f any gro up o f 
gro w ers who se effo rts were bent 
to w ards better 
m a» k eting 
co ndi­ 
tio ns. It has been co nceded by the 
persim m o n gro w ers fo r so me tim e 
tha t a m ark eting o rganizatio n will 
be a step to be tak en in the near 
future to handle th eincreasing pro ­ 
ductio n and acreage. 
Flo rida Co mpetitio n Minimized 
H. E. W ahlberg, farm adviso r o f 
Orange co unty , w as ask ed to relate 
his o bservatio ns o n the persimmo n 
industry in F lo rida and the gulf 
states while o n a recent trip to the 
east and so uth. 
H e stated tha t a l­ 
tho ugh the num ber o f trees in F lo r­ 
ida w as abo ut the sam e as that in 
Califo rnia, there w as little danger 
fro m co mpetitio n, fo r a t least so me 
time, because o f the lack o f mo dern 
m etho ds in the Flo rida o rchards and 
the greater lack o f scientific m ar­ 
k eting,

standardized pack ing, and pro m pt 
transpo rtatio n facilities. 
The greater po rtio n o f the F lo r­ 
ida persim m o n plantings are T ane- 
nashi, which is co nsidered seco nd 
to the H aehiy a variety . It do es no t 
have the size and appearance, no r 
the tex ture o f the Haehiy a. 
The 
Flo rida persimmo n, lik e m any o f 
the o ther fruits in that states, do es 
no t acquire the bright and a ttra c ­ 
tive co lo ring tha t is characteristic 
o f Califo rnia fruit. 
D uring the afterno o n a field trip 
w as tak en by the gro wers thro ugh 
a num ber o f the lo cal persimm o n 
plantings in the M o nro via district.

In sum m er the best so lutio n to 
the green feed pro blem is a big 
range. B ut the big pro blem is d ur­ 
ing the w inter m o nths, w hen the 
supply o f green feed is lim ited and 
difficult to sto re. 
In 
their 
ex perim ents, 
K ennard 
and N ettleto n pro duced the high­ 
est w inter egg pro ductio n o f the 
ratio ns they used w hen they sub­ 
stituted alfalfa hay fo r green feed. 
So y bean hay also gave go o d re ­ 
sults. 
Feeding this to 220 pullets, they 
fo und 
the 
birds 
laid 
especially 
well and their m o rtality w as lo w. 
"It wo uld seem fro m these re ­ 
sults 
tha t 
high 
quality , 
green, 
leafy alfalfa, red clo ver o r so y ­ 
bean hay m ay be effectively sub­ 
stituted fo r succulent green feed, 
especially during the fall and w in­ 
ter m o nths,” they co nclude. 
A satisfacto ry w ay is to cut the 
hay in half-inch lengths by pass­ 
ing it thro ugh a cutter. T his can 
then be put into a wire netting 
bask et feeder and k ept befo re the 
birds all the time. 
Or the hay , w itho ut being cut, 
can be fed in suitable wall rack s 
w ith the fro nt inclo sed by lath o r 
w ire netting.

tho rities to city -life advo cates.

o f Dr. Geo rge E. Vincent, o f the 
Ro ck efeller fo undatio n, that city 
peo ple are healthier than farm er 
fo lk . 
T hat’s because o f the farm er’s 
neglect o f m ino r phy sical defects, 
say s C. E. Lively , pro fesso r o f ru­ 
ral so cio lo gy at the Ohio State U ni­ 
versity . 
"B ut because the farm er has a 
sturdy co nstitutio n, and because he 
lives in the o pen a ir and ex ercises 
co nstantly ,” Pro fesso r Lively co n­ 
tinues, “he m anages to live lo nger 
than the city man. 
“Of a given 100,000 po pulatio n in 
urban and in rural states, 6 0,9 59 
males reach the age o f 52 in the 
urban district, and 
6 9 ,9 53 in the 
rural districts; 26 ,26 0 urban m ales 
and 41,48 6 rural m ales live to be 
72 y ears o ld. 
"The big cities are ahead o f the 
co untry in sanitatio n, in caring fo r 
co mmo n phy sical defects.

Ru gs, u nnecessary fu rnitu re and draperies shou ld 
be remov ed to m ake easier the cleaning of the room 
a fte r the sickness is ov er. 
The dishes from which 
the patient eats are to be boiled In w ater Im­ 
m ediately after they hav e been 
u sed, 
and 
u sed 
only by the patient du ring the cou rse of the Illness. 
Bed linen and towels shou ld be boiled in w ater 
im m ediately after their rem ov al and then left ln the 
su nlight for dry ing. 
They shou ld be thorou ghly 
washed and handled by the
